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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-7, 10-12 are pending in this application. Claims 8-9, 13-14 have been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Endo et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,289,278). 

Endo et al. disclose a method for checking the integrity of GPS measurements 
for a moving vehicle comprising determining a first inter-vehicle distance between the 
moving vehicle and a second vehicle based on GPS measurements obtained at both 
vehicles (See Fig. 4; col. 8, lines 9-26, 66-68; col. 9, lines 1-19); Endo et al disclose a 
plurality of sensors for position detection in the moving body navigation device including 
INS sensors (See col. 8, lines 9-26); Endo et al. disclose in Fig. 5 comparing the first 
and second inter-vehicle distances; and confirming the integrity of the GPS 
measurements as a function of whether the first and second inter-vehicle distances are 
substantially equivalent (See col. 8, lines 9-26). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-7 are allowed.
